The exteuaiou of 
la ir powers asked fur by the Com- 
iul88iuner8,aud to confer which a bill, 
has been drawn, was contrary to 
aound political or economical prioci- 
pics. A comlaalon with tucb powera 
would take the manigemeut ol the 
railroads from their owners, and 
make it ueceastry to eatabliah a bu- 
reau greater in power aud patronage 
than all tho real of the State (iovern- 
monl. 

Such oxperimonti have been tried 
ulaewhcro wilb unfortunate result" 
Wo have not too little but too much 
goverumont. Our in»IItutIoua were 
formed with the expectation that our 
ovcrument waa and would remain 
one of limitctl power, and they do not 
itaud the atraiu dreamer* and exper- 
imentalists would put upon thciii. 

ilecausu we try to do so much we 
.lo little well. >Ve do not punish 
orliuo, wo do nol juotect life and 
(roperly, wo do not diapenae equal 
auii exact justice ao wisely and so 
ali>faclorily that we can uiidertHke 
lo enter a new Hold aud revolutioni/e 
iir system of trauaportation. As a 
agent the State la confessedly 

a buiiirc.

Competition is the great force thai 
has resulted in tlio \asi extension ol 
our railroad syhtcin, und the steady 
hii lioii of transpoitatiou charges. 
We bhonhl give it free course, coui- 
pctltion, gaurding at tho same time 
by general laws against well-known 
ah ises. 

.Most of llu evils H hich have ari-en 
in Ihc pa-l hi'Vcconn: I'roni the attcpls 
of iegilalioii lo force the growth ol 
railroads ; and as an illiitlration ol 
Ihis we need only refer lo the perpct 
nal scandals attaching to legislation 
.yarding laiid-graut roads. 
We should grant only auch charters 
to cKpitalisis seeking investments in 
the construction of railroads as most 
carefnlly dctiuo Iheir privileges 
and their obligations. There ha- 
been a healthy growth of public aeut- 
inient in this rcspecl. and the hearty 
approval of liov. iiuckncr's vetoes Is 
evidence of this. 

Uu tho other hand. It would bo un- 
wise lo enter on an tra of anti-rail- 
road legislation. It ia no time fui 
us to begin the enacting of a aerlea ol 
laws which rcault ao diaaalroualy iu 
thoNorlbweat. We want more rail- 
roads in Kentucky, for every mile 
built Hlrengtbeut the tendency to low- 
ratot. 

There teemi indeed to be no necet- 
sity foraraili'oadcommlaalon In Ken- 
tucky. The Thomaa Itill abolishes 
the oommlaiion, but provides for the 
appoiutmeut of three atteatora, from 
whote deciaiou lliere it to b«uo ap- 
peal. This, in our opinion, it better 
thau Imposing tills duty on the Sink- 
ing Fund Commiaaloners. 

Uuttba Tbomat Uili doot more 
thau thit. It forbidt extortion and 
discrimination of every kind, "direct- 
ly or indirootly, by special rate, re- 
bate, drawback or other dorlco," and 
it deflnes extortion aud ditcrimina- 
Hon. 

It comiiels the railroad lo furnish 
all "reatonablo, proper and equal fa- 
cilities" fur all shippers and to all 
coouocting lines, and it Imootea 
heavy penaltlei for tho violation ol 
the law. Moreover, Section 15 pro< 
vides that tbe Commonwealth's At 
torncy shall in each circuit "institute 
and prosecute all actions and pro 
reeiliiigs aulhorized liy tliis m l,' 

We believe any fair-minded and 
unprejudiced man familiar with the 
coniptpx problems of transportation 
will say, after a carofiil exainiiiatioii 
of tho Thomas liill, that it will more 
eirectually protect Iho iiilercsis ol 
every shipper and of every coiiiiiiuii- 
ity than will any i oninilssioii jios- 
ic<scd ef any thing short of omnis- 
cience. It Is a return to tho correct 
principles of governinciit, and turns 
the people in search of justice and 
protection, nol lo some newly-devised 
couuiiissioit with powers nnreccgni/- 
I'll, in our Cuiislilulion, but to the 
courts thoiiireivcs, as Iho fountain ol 
jnstico and ciiuity.— Courier Jourual.
